NEW  BEDFORD,  Mass— (RNS) 
— Public  schools  in  New  Bedford 
and  Fairhaven  remained 


open  on 

the  first  day  of  a  large  Roman 
Catholic  religious  education  con¬ 
ference  here,  although  they  had ! 
been  previously  scheduled  to  close.  \ 

The  school  holiday,  designed  to 
permit  teachers  and  pupils  to  at¬ 
tend  the  8th  New  England  Regional 
Congress  of  the  Confraternity  of 
Christian  Doctrine,  was  barred  by 
court  order. 

A  last-minute  injunction  was  ob¬ 
tained  in  Superior  Court  here  by  a 
group  of  taxpayers  of  the  two  com¬ 
munities.  The  lawsuit  fallowed  pro¬ 
tests  against  the  closing  by  Protes¬ 
tant  ministers  and  the  executive 
board  of  the  Interchurch  Council 
of  Greater  New  Bedford. 

Controversy  arose  when  the  New 
Bedford  School  Committee  voted  to 
declare  a  holiday  in  response  to 
the  request  of  the  Rev.  Edward  J. 
Gorman,  superintendent  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  the  Fall  River  diocese.

Rev.  Sam  Morris  of  S.an  Antonio, 
Texas,  has  scheduled  a  thirty  min¬ 
ute  broadcast  over  the  coast  to 
coast  facilities  of  NBC  for  Novem¬ 
ber  7th.  He  will  speak  on  the  sub¬ 
ject:  “Liquor — A  Curse  to  Amer¬ 
ica.”  The  broadcast  will  be  given  a 
6-6:30  p.  m..  Central  Standard 
Time. 

This  wiH  be  the  first  time  since 
the  repeal  of  national  prohibition 
•hat  a  naitonal  network  has  sold 
time  for  a  public  discussion  of  the 
highly  controversial  subject  of  pro¬ 
hibition.  It  culminates  a  fifteen 
vear  struggle  on  the  part  of  the  Na 
tional  Temperance  Council,  spear¬ 
headed  by  Mr.  Horn*,  to  *•*.  on 
the  networks. 

Mr  Morris  is  a  nationally  known 
Baptist  minister,  the  author  and 
publisher  of  many  temperance  and 
religious  books,  and  for  twenty 
years  the  broadcaster  of  “T  h  e 
Voice  of  Temperance”  program  ad¬ 
vocating  abstinence  and  prohibi¬ 
tion.  He  is  also  eo-faunder  and 
president  of  the  Preferred  Risk 
Mutual  Insurance  Company  with 
home  office  in  Des  Moines.  Iowa, 
a  nationwide  auto  insurance  com¬ 
pany  for  non-drinking  ear  owners.

Means  has  visited  some  30  coun¬ 
tries  where  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionaries  serve.  In  his  new  respon¬ 
sibility  he  will  direct  the  work  of 
395  missionaries  in  77  stations  la 
13  Latin  American  republics  and 
two  Fi  tish  colonies  where  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  work. 


Fortunately  we  were  in  Moscow 
when  leaders  from  a  If;  over  the 
Soviet  Llnion  were  present.  There 
is  a  very  efficient  Baptist  organi¬ 
zation  in  Russia.  There  are  58  dis¬ 
trict  superintendents  who  lead  in 
the  work  much  as  our  state  execu¬ 
tive  secretaries.  They  are  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  Baptist  Union  in  Mos¬ 
cow  with  the  approval  of  local 
Baptists.  I  was  told  they  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  report  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  as  well  as  to  the  Baptist 
Union  headquarters. 


From  members  of  the  Council 
from  the  Baltic  States,  I  was  able 
to  get  news  for  the  first  time  since 
the  war  from  friends  of  former 
days  in  these  countries.  Some  are 
living  and  working.  All  suffered 
much  during  the  war,  and  some 
are  dead. 

We  were  told  by  our  leaders  in 
Moscow  that  there  are  now  5.000 
churches  in  the  Union,  with  a 
membership  of  well  over  500.000. 
And  it  is  estimated  that  there  are 
over  2.000.000  people  who  hold  to 
our  faith  who  are  not  in  the  Un-

In  the  two  weeks  we  were  in 
Russia  we  visited  Moscow.  Voro¬ 
nezh,  Stalingrad.  Rostov,  Tagan¬ 
rog,  Kharkov,  and  Leningrad  We 
traveled  by  air  everywhere  ex¬ 
cept  from  Moscow  to  Leningrad. 
AH  arrangements  were  made  by 
the  Intourist  travel  organization. 
Three  of  our  brethren  went  with 
us  everywhere  and  we  had  the 
services  of  an  official  interpreter. 
I  give  herewith  a  few  of  my  im¬ 
pressions  of  the  trip. 

First  of  all.  I  noticed  a  great 
improvement  in  the  country  The 
people  were  better  dressed.  There 
are.  many  automobiles  on  the 
streets  We  could  see  in  the  south¬ 
ern  part  of  the  country  the  evi¬ 
dences  of  the  destruction  of  cities 
during  the  war.  But  we  were  also 
glad  to  see  that  many  of  these 
places  are  well  on  the  way  to  be¬ 
ing  restored. 

We  were  glad  to  see  many 
younger  people  in  the  services  In 
Moscow  we  saw  30  persons  bap¬ 
tized.  Only  a  few  of  them  were 
old. 

There  is  a  great  shortage  of 
hymnbooks.  About  the  only  ones

QUESTION 

That  there  are  needa.  vanoua  need*, 
all  agree;  and  they  are  too  numerous  to 
mention;  but  it  il  perfectly  right  t» 
follow  when  the  need  advocated  im¬ 
presses  one.

For  Your  Budget 

Within  tlie  next  few  weeks 
many  churclies  will  be  working 
on  their  budgets  for  the  coming 
church  year.  May  we  suggest  an 
item  that  should  be  in  every  bud¬ 
get?  We  refer  to  an  item  for  the 
expense  of  the  pastor’s  car.  Most 
business  houses  either  furnish 
their  employees  with  a  car  that  is 
used  for  business  pur|>oses  or  else 
they  allow  an  expense  account  or 
a  mileage  agreement  for  the  use 
of  the  employee’s  own  car. 

Many  churches  are  now  doing 
the  same  thing,  but  th$y  are  in 
tlie  minority.  May  we  suggest  that 
every  church  in  considering  their 
coming  budget,  put  in  an  item  for 
the  pastor’s  car  expense. 

Remember  that  when  he  is  visit¬ 
ing  sick  people,  attending  funerals, 
and  doing  the  other  various  visit¬ 
ing  required  in  today’s  church 
organization,  he  Is  doing  it  for 
the  church  and  not  for  himself. 

It  is  simply  fair  that  this  item 
he  put  in  the  budget. 

Another  advantage  is  that  when 
the  pastor  knows  that  he  is  not 
having  to  foot  the  bill  himself,  he- 
will  do  more  of  it-

Dr.  David  M.  Gardner,  who  has 
served  as  editor  of  the  Baptist 
Standard  of  Texas  for  ten  years, 
is  retiring  on  November  1.  One  by 
one  our  Baptist  state  paper  editors 
are  reaching  their  time  of  ease 
and  stepping  aside  for  younger 
men.
